Sick pay benefits from the 
State of California amounting 
to $27,200 were distributed dur­ 
ing June to residents of the Tor­ 
rance area who were unem­ 
ployed because of sickness or in­ 
jury, V. L. Hctzel, manager of 
the State Department of Em­ 
ployment's disability insurance 
office in Long Beach reported 
today.

The district office In Ion? 
Beach, which serves all of Or­ 
ange County and that portion 
of Los Angeles County south 
Of Slauson avenue, paid out a 
total of $200,000 last mont'i.

"Disability insurance payments 
are made to Individuals who 
suffer wage loss because of non- 
occupational s'ckness or Inju­ 
ry," Hetzel saia. "Theso pay. 
mc.nts are made from the slate 
disability fund, which i:; a fund 
financed entirely by taxes pi»rJ 
by employees on tt.eir V.SKCS. 
Every employer whoso job is 
subject to the state unemploy- j 
ment insurance act is protected I 
under the disabi'ity in: ii'-;jnce 
system, and !s potenlliillv eli­ 
gible for benefits up to $20 » 
week if he becomes temporarily 
or permanently unemployed be- 
cause of illness or injury."

The regulation Includes a list 
of the type of buildings and 
other structures which will re­ 
quire permits If they are used 
for or in connection with any of 
the following purposes: amphi­ 
theaters, amusement arcades, 
amusement piers, amusement 
parks, arenas, assembly halls 
used primarily for amusement or 
recreation purposes, athletic 
field houses, band stands, bars, 
bath houses for swimming, base­ 
ball parks, billiard and pool par­ 
lors, bleachers, boardwalks, boat 
clubs, bowling alleys, cabanas, 
canteens, carnivals, cocktail 
lounges, country clubs, commu­ 
nity recreation buildings, dance 
halls, gambling establishments, 
grandstands, gymnasiums, golf 
clubs and golf courses, golf driv­ 
ing ranges, music shells, night 
clubs, race tracks of all kinds, 
recreational clubs of all kinds, 
riding academies, rodeos, roller

coasters and similar devices, 
shooting galleries, skating rinks,

for amusement or recreation, 
lot machine establishments, sta 

diums, swimming pools, table 
tennis establishments, taverns, 
theaters and any other buildings 
used in connection with an 
amusement or recreational pro­ 
ject.

Walls and fences built princi­ 
pally of wood also will require 
permits if used in connection 
with amusement or recreational 
projects.

State and county fair build- 
Ings and structures for non-pro 
fit agricultural, livestock, or in 
dustrlal exposition or exhibitions 
are exempted under the new reg 
ultation. Hov/ever, building for 
any commercially operated fair 
exposition or exhibition will re 
quire permits.

Permits will not be necessary 
for drive-in theater screens ui 
less they contain building spac

vithin the structure, but other 
onstruction at drive-in theaters 
vill come under the regulation.

Restrictions will not apply to 
iidewalks, driveways, bridges, 
ighting systems and similar con 

struction Items even though they 
,re to be used in connection with 
imusement, recreational or en- 
ertainment projects.

The installation of air condi­ 
tioning equipment, bars, bowling 
alleys, furnaces, lighting equip-

 nt, marquees, panelling, ven­ 
tilating equipment, plumbing 
and certain other types of equip­ 
ment will be covered by the reg­ 
ulation providing they are nailed,

The veterans preference re­ 
quirements do not apply to the 
sale of housing units solely for 
investment purposes, but the 
purchaser is required to comply 
with veterans preference in the 
rental or sale of the units.

The only other exceptions to 
the veterans preference require­ 
ments arc disaster cases, judi­ 
cial sales and for occupancy by 
Imildlng service employees (as 
in an apartment building). 

Construction Limitations 
Construction permits must be 

btalnod by all persons planning 
o build any type of structures, 
hether public or private, to be 
sed for amusement, recreation 
r entertainment purposes. Con- 
rols over all other types of con- 
^ruction are abolished under the 

w act.
All applications for amusement, 
creation or entertainment pro- 
nts will be sent directly to 

.Vashington, wheie they will be 
ted upon by the Non-Residen- 

ial Construction branch, Office 
f the Housing Expediter. 
OHE's field construction of- 

Ices are being discontinued, but 
ppllcatlon blanks (Forms OHE 
4-171) will be available in thesi

The new construction limlta

force and effect.

This means that' anyone a 
ready .authorized under VHP-1 t 
do work on a recreational 
amusement project may continu 
the work, and also means tha 
he is still bound by the rcstri 
lions of the VHP-1 authoriza 
tion. Revocation of VHP-1 doc 
not affect any compliance actio 
for past violations of VHP-1.
